LABORATORY  FACILITIES  for  the  examination  of  Pathological  and 
Bacteriological  specimens  were  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laborat¬ 
ory  of  the  University  of  Manchester  until  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  (directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  on  behalf  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health),  commenced  to  operate  on  the  29th  November,  194-8 
from  Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES  -  The  service  is  adequate  and  efficient 
and  was  provided  by  the  Corporation  until  transferred  to  the  Lancas¬ 
hire  County  Council  on  the  5th  July,  194-80  The  Corporation  continued 
to  operate  the  service  on  a  M caretaker "  basis  for  the  remainder  of 
the  year.  21  25  calls  were  made  ( 294  on  account  of  emergencies  and 
1831  for  removal  to  or  from  hospital)  during  the  period  to  4th  July 
and  3436  calls  were  made  (317  on  account  of  emergencies  and  3119  for 
removal  to  or  from  Hospital)  from  the  5th  July  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

Infectious  patients  are  removed  in  the  motor  ambulances  of  the 
Infectious  disease  hospitals. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME.  The  District  Nursing  Service  was  provided 
by  Nurses  from  the  Manchester  District  Nursing  Institution  for  the 
Stretford  War  Memorial  Red  Cross  Public  Nursing  Service,  until  the 
Lancashire  County  Council  Service  commenced  to  operate  on  the  5th  July 
1948. 


No  organised  arrangements  exist  for  the  domiciliary  nursing  of 
infectious  patients.

Hospitals.  The  only  hospital  in  the  borough  was  the  Stretford

All  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and  all  cases  of  inflammation 
of  or  discharge  from  the  eyes  are  carefully  investigated  and  followed 
up. 

No  impairment  of  vision  resulting  from  Ophthalmia  or  eye  dis¬ 
charge  has  occurred  during  the  last  20  years.

1 51  records  of  sending  for  medical  help  were  received  from 
certified  midwives  from  1st  Jan01948  to  4th  July,  19480 
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Maternity  Beds  at  the  Stretford  Memorial  Hospital  - 

Of  the  220  women  admitted  to  the  Stretford  Memorial  Hospital 
166  occupied  beds  subsidised  by  the  Council,  and  54  were  in  non¬ 
council  beds. 

The  temporary  accommodation  improvised  by  the  utilisation  of 
the  children's  ward  for  maternity  patients  is  open  to  serious  crit¬ 
icism  but  the  demand  for  maternity  beds  is  still  in  excess  of  the 
accommodation. 

In  considering  applications  for  admission  it  is  necessary  to 
give  preference  to  patients  at  first  confinements  or  to  those  re¬ 
quiring  hospital  treatment  for  medical  reasons  or  because  of  unsat¬ 
isfactory  home  conditions.  The  present  housing  conditions  add 

greatly  to  the  difficulty. 

Medical  assistance  was  sought  by  midwives  to  deal  with  "emer¬ 
gencies’1  during  pregnancy  in  6  cases,  during  labour  in  10 6  cases, 
during  lying-in  period  in  1 5  cases,  on  account  of  the  child  in  24 
cases,  between  1st  January  and  4th  July. 


Payment  of  Doctors'  Pees  for  Medical  Assistance  in  Emergency  - 

Under  the  Midwives'  Act,  1918,  119  claims  were  received  from 
medical  practitioners  called  in  by  certified  midwives  in  cases  of 
"emergency”  as  required  by  the  Rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board, 

No  claim  was  received  from  the  doctor  in  31  instances  in  which 
medical  practitioners  were  summoned  by  midwives.  The  patients  made 
payment  direct  to  the  medical  practitioners  concerned. 
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As  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  Circular  6l7a,  the 
Council  refrain  from  exercising  the  pov/er  of  recovery  of  fees  paid 
to  Medical  practitioners  called  in  by  certified  midwives  in  cases 
of  inflammation  of,  or  discharge  from,  the  eyes  of  infants,  6 
such  cases  occurred  during  the  year. 


Supervision  of  Midwives 

This  has  been  carried  out  by  Dr.  Knight,  who  has  maintained 
contact  with  the  midwives  in  domiciliary  practice,,  No  instance 
of  negligence  on  the  part  of  certified  midwives  has  arisen  during 
the  year. 


Midwives ’  Act,  1 936  - 

Six  midwives  are  employed  as  whole- time  salaried  domiciliary 
midwives  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1  of  the 
Midwives 1  Act,  193 

The  Midwives  work  in  pairs  so  that  if  the  midwife  who  has 
been  engaged  is  not  available  the  case  is  passed  on  to  the  second 
midwife,  'with  whom  the  patient  is  already  acquainted. 

Each  midwife  is  available  by  telephone  at  her  place  of 
residence.

SECTION  C 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


The  whole  of  the  water  is  obtained  by  constant  supply  from  the 
Manchester  Corporation.  There  are  no  dwelling  houses  supplied  by 
stand  pipe,  each  of  the  17>300  houses  in  the  Borough  having  an  indiv 
idual  supply  of  water  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage  - 

The  Sewage  Works,  which  were  opened  in  1885,  now  comprise  120 
acres,  of  which  84  acres  are  under  sewage  treated  by  broad  irrigation. 


Rivers  and  Streams  - 

The  Local  Authority  for  the  prevention  of  pollution  of  rivers 
and  streams  is  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Catchment  Board. 

The  effluent  from  the  Stretford  Sewage  Works  discharges  into 
the  Rickety  Brook  and  eventually  into  the  River  Mersey.  Examination 
of  the  effluent  is  carried  out  systematically  by  the  Mersey  and 
Irwell  Catchment  Board  and  in  every  instance  during  the  year  the  sam¬ 
ples  have  been  reported  upon  as  satisfactory.

Smoke  Abatement  - 

There  are  177  factory  and  works  chimneys  in  the  area.  During 
the  year  75  smoke  observations  wore  taken. 

The  time  concession  allowed  for  emission  of  black  smoke  is  two 
minutes  in  each  half  hour,  and  this  limit  was  proved  by  observation 
to  have  been  exceeded  on  6  occasions. 

The  Council  is  represented  on  the  National  Smoke  Abatement  Soc¬ 
iety  and  on  the  Manchester  and  District  Regional  Smoke  Abatement 
Committee, 

Complaints  of  offensive  effluvia  and  fumes  from  industrial  pro¬ 
cesses  which  are  outside  the  scox^e  of*  the  Corporation’s  powers  and 
duties  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  are  referred  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Inspector  under  the  Alkali  Acts, 


Swimming  Baths 

There  are  two  public  swimming  baths  in  the  Borough  which  are 
provided  with  continuous  filtration  and  chlorination  plants. 

The  Old  Trafford  baths,  are  completely  out  of  use  through  enemy 
action.

In  cases  of  serious  infestation,  owners  and  occupiers  are  ad¬ 
vised  to  make  arrangements  for  fumigation  with  hydrogen  cyanide. 

For  slight  infestation,  the  Departments  officers  spray  with  D. D,T„; 
clothing  and  bedding  is  treated  by  steam. 


Methods  employed  for  ensuring  that  the  belongings  of  tenants  are  free 
from  vermin  before  removal  to  Council  Houses  - 

An  inspection  is  made  of  every  house  the  tenant  of  which  has 
been  allotted  a  Corporation  house,  and  in  every  case  of  infestation 
appropriate  measures  are  carried  out  before  the  removal  is  permitted. 
Personal  supervision  by  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  interviews  with  ten¬ 
ants  are  adopted  to  prevent  infestation  or  re-infestation  after 
cleansing. 

Contractors  are  employed  in  every  instance  of  disinfestation 
by  cyanide  gas0 


Schools  - 

The  sanitary  condition  of  public  elementary  schools  is  main¬ 
tained  in  a  satisfactory  condition  and  the  water  supply  to  each 
school  is  from  the  Manchester  Corporation.  Each  school  is  visited 
once  every  quarter  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  v/ho  reports  to 
the  Committee  for  Education,,  Defects  found  are  promptly  remedied.

General  observations  as  to  housing  conditions,  including  the 
standard  of  houses,  the  prevalent  types,  age  and  approximate  numbers 
and  general  soundness  of  the  several  types  -  any  information  as  to 
prevailing  forms  of  defects  and  of  prevailing  bad  conditions  result¬ 
ing  from  overcrowding: - 

Approximately  600  of  the  houses  in  the  Borough  were  built  about 
120  to  130  years  ago  and  have  outlived  their  economic  life.  They 
consist  of  four-roomed  houses  without  bath  or  hot  water  supply,  with 
a  very  small  scullery,  whilst  others  have  a  very  small  third  bedroom; 
most  of  them  are  cellared. 

The  general  standard  of  the  remaining  houses  in  the  Borough  is 
good,  the  prevalent  type  being  a  three-bedroomed  house. 

About  one  third  of  the  houses  are  of  the  detached  or  semi-det¬ 
ached  type* 

There  still  remain  a  number  of  the  old  type  large,  fhmily  houses 
which  are  now  unsuitable  for  a  single  family  and  which  are  let  in 
lodgings.  The  amenities  of  many  of  these  houses  are  quite  inadequate 
to  the  needs  of  the  sub-tenants  and  out  of  proportion  to  the  rents 
paid.  Unfortunately,  lack  of  alternative  accommodation  still 
prevents  action  which  would  close  a  number  of  such  dwellings,.  Many 
of  the  occupants  are  living  under  intolerable  conditions  and  are 
applicants  for  tenancies  of  Council  Houses*  A  number  of  this  type 
of  house  has  recently  been  converted  into  ’’flats”  but  in  many  inst¬ 
ances  the  rooms  on  the  upper  floors  prove  Inconvenient  and  the  stairs 
are  a  burden  to  the  housewife.  Children  suffer  from  the  cramped 
conditions  and  from  lack  of  fresh  air.

Milk  Supply  - 

Only  one  dairy  farm  now  survives  within  the  Borough,  producing 
a  total  quantity  of  approximately  40  gallons  of  milk  per  day. 
Approximately  491 2  gallons  per  day  is  sold  in  the  Borough  by  retail¬ 
ers  who  receive  supplied  by  rail  or  road, 

A  satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness  of  dairy  premises  and 
proper  care  in  the  handling  of  utensils  and  bottles,  particularly  in 
the  washing  of  bottles, cans  and  chums  is  only  maintained  by  regular 
systematic  inspection.  There  is  still  need  for  a  greater 

appreciation  of  the  necessity  for  sterilisation  by  steam  and  for 
personal  hygiene  in  the  handling  of  milk.

Meat  and  other  Foods  - 

Since  the  inception  of  centralised  slaughtering  by  the  Ministry 
of  Food  no  slaughtering  has  been  done  mthin  the  Borough.  Systematic 
inspection  is  made  of  all  stalls,  shops,  stores,  vehicles  and  places 
v/here  food  is  prepared*  Further  reference  to  the  work  of  meat 

inspection  is  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector* 

Bacteriological  Examinations  are  conducted  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  of  the  University  of  Manchester*  In  any  case  of  suspected 
food  poisoning  the  laboratory  facilities  provided  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  would  be  utilised. 

Adulteration  - 

The  administration  of  the  Food  and.  Drugs  Act,  1938  and  the 
Lancashire  County  Council  (Rivers  Board  and  General  Powers)  Act,  1938, 
the  Milk  arid  Cream  Regulations  and  the  Condensed  and  Dried  Milk 
Regulations  is  carried  out  by  this  Authority. 

During  the  year  182  samples  were  examined  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938  by  the  Salford  City  Analyst  who  is  appointed  analyst 
for  the  Borough. 

5  samples  were  reported  as  not  genuine.  The  irregularities 

were  not  of  a  serious  nature  and  were  dealt  with  informally.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES, 


The  table  on  Page  46  gives  the  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious 
disease*  There  has  been  no  serious  epidemic ,  the  notifications  and 

the  mortality  approximating  to  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years. 

The  clinical  type  of  scarlet  fever  continues  to  be  mild. 

The  incidence  of  diphtheria  remained  low,  no  cases  being  notified 
as  compared  with  3  cases  in  1 947* 

Antitoxin  is  available  to  all  medical  practitioners  at  the  Public 
Health  Offices  and  at  all  three  Police  Stations  in  the  Borough,  420,000 
units  were  distributed  in  1948  as  compared  with  232,000  units  in  1947, 
More  than  half  the  total  was  utilised  by  two  practitioners. 


Immunisation  Against  Diphtheria 

For  many  years  the  Council  as  the  local  Public  Health  Authority 
has  made  available  facilities  for  immunisation  against  diphtheria.  The 
decline  in  the  incidence  of  diphtheria  provides  striking  evidence  of  the 
value  of  the  immunisation  of  children  against  this  disease.

The  immunisation  material  is  provided  by  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
free  of  charge.  Special  efforts  are  made  to  obtain  immunisation 
at  about  the  age  of  one  year  and  parents  are  encouraged  to  bring  them 
for  a  further  single  dose  in  succeeding  years  until  the  child  commenc¬ 
es  school. 
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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 
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:alculating  the  totals  at  the  end  of  1^48  no  account  is  taken  of  deaths  which  way 

have  occurred  since  immunisation). 

In  the  year  1^43  63  children  included  in  this  table  were  immunised  privately. 


Notifications  of  acute  primary  pneumonia  and  influenzal  pneumonia 
is  admittedly  incomplete.  In  comparing  the  number  of  notifications 
with  the  registered  deaths , it  should  be  remembered  that  the  Registrar 
General* s  classification  groups  together  the  deaths  from  all  forms  of 
pneumonia. 


MALARIA. 

One  case  was  notified  on  the  occasion  of  a  periodic  attack  the 
patient  having  returned  from  active  service  abroad.  No  blood  films 
were  submitted  for  examination,  the  patient  was  treated  by  his  own 
doctor  and  recovered. 

Y/HCQPING  COUGH  AND  MEASLES 

There  were  two  deaths  from  whooping  cough, and  none  from  measles,

In  one  other  case  a  diagnosis 
of  poliomyelitis  was  amended  in  hospital  and  the  patient  recovered  from 
Encephalitis  (Post  Chicken  Pox), 


REVIEW  BY  DR,  J,  N.  DOBSON  OF  CASES  OP  POLIOMYELITIS 

OCCURRING  IN  1947  AND  1948. 

In  194-7  there  were  nine  confirmed  cases,  with  one  death  (female, 
age  22  )0  A  boy  aged  6  months  who  contracted  the  disease  in  Stretford 
is  not  included  in  the  nine  notified  cases,  as  diagnosis  was  not  made 
until  he  had  been  removed  to  hospital  outside  Stretford,  and  notific¬ 
ation  was  made  to  another  Authority.  He  had  paralysis  of  the  muscles 
of  the  right  thigh,  and  was  classified  as  having  serious  disability. 
After  hospital  treatment  he  attended  the  Remedial  Exercise  Clinic. 

In  1948  there  were  three  confirmed  cases,  with/ no  deaths. 
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Follow-up  visits  to  the  known  cases  give  the  following  results 

1947,:  Complete  recovery  in  four  cases,  ages  8  months, 

10  months,  2g-  years  and  22  years. 

Slight  disability  in  three  patients  (dropped 
foot,  or  limp  when  tired).  Ages:  A„B,  j  years, 

F, Se  6  years,  E.E.  28  years.  Serious  dis- 

ability  in  two  children,  S,C,  aged  2  years  (par¬ 
alysis  of  left  leg,  weakness  of  right  leg.  Could 
not  walk);  and  B,L,  aged  6  months, 

1948:  These  were  three  isolated  cases,  occurring  in 
February,  May  and  September,  all  of  them  mild. 

Only  one,  M,P,  ,  a  girl  of  12,  had  any  residual 
weakness,  involving  the  left  arm.

The  object  of  this  report  is  to  draw  attention  to  the  valuable 
part  played  by  the  Remedial  Exercise  Clinic  in  rehabilitating  four  of 
the  five  children  with  residual  disability;  the  other  (A,B, )  was 

given  physiotherapy  at  home,  with  good  functional  result. 

One  child  (M.  P.  )  has  been  discharged  from  the  Clinic  with  full 
function,  -while  another  (D,  S.  )  is  continuing  to  improve  and  now  att¬ 
ends  the  Clinic  for  observation  only. 


Of  the  two  with  serious  disability,  in  the  case  of  S,C„  (now 
aged  4),  power  has  increased  in  the  right  leg  and  the  left  leg  has 
signs  of  returning  function.  She  is  now  able  to  walk  with  the  aid 
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of  leg  calipers  and  sticks.  The  boy  (B.L. ),  now  2  years  old,  shows 
marked  improvement  in  the  paralysed  thigh  muscles  and  can  now  walk 
well  with  a  leg  caliper.  Both  these  children  will  probably  be 
educable  in  an  ordinary  school. 

In  both  these  serious  cases  treatment  has  continued  for  nearly 
two  years,  their  slow  but  continued  improvement  showing  the  importance 
of  prolonged  physiotherapy.  The  gratifying  results  have '"depended 
largely  on  the  patient  perseverance  of  the  parents  in  bringing  the 
children  regularly,  often  at  considerable  inconvenience  to  themselves. 


SUMMARY : 

This  review  show's  that  of  the  thirteen  known  cases  of  poliomy¬ 
elitis  occurring  in  Stretford  in  1947  and  1948,  one  proved  fatal, 
seven  have  made  a  complete  recovery,  while  the  permanent  disability 
in  another  three  is  only  a  mild  or  occasional  handicap.  The 
remaining  two  are  still  seriously  handicapped  and  treatment  is  being 
continued,  with  encouraging  results.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 


Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
work  of  the  Sanitary  and  Cleansing  Staffs  for  the  year  1948,  This 
will  be  my  twenty-ninth  such  report  and  in  view  of  my  pending  ret¬ 
irement  will  be  the  last  I  shall  be  privileged  to  make. 

The  appointment  of  two  district  inspectors,  commencing  duty 
in  April,  brought  the  sanitary  staff  up  to  full  strength  for  the 
first  time  since  1937  and  has  enabled  the  department  to  proceed 
with  the  inspections  of  houses  and  other  premises  and  the  repairs 
which  have  been  so  long  delayed  and  urgently  required.  The 
number  of  complaints  of  housing  defects  have  again  increased  and 
delays  in  repair  still  occur  as  a  result  of  claims  that  conditions 
are  due  to  war  damage. 

The  inspection  of  offices  referred  to  in  my  last  report  has 
now  commenced  and  190  premises  have  been  visited.  Conditions, 
generally,  have  been  found  to  be  very  satisfactory. 

The  increase  of  staff  has  enabled  a  fresh  start  to  be  made  in 
the  inspection  of  shops  under  the  elf  are  clauses  of  the  Shops  Act 

1934. 

The  Rodent  Staff  in  addition  to  the  surveys  carried  out  and 
the  periodical  treatment  of  sewers  now  undertake  regular  inspections 
and  treatment  of  74  industrial  premises.  When  rodent  control  was 
first  undertaken  by  the  department  there  were  several  ’’reservoir” 
and  major  infestations  in  the  borough*  these  have  been  successfully 
treated  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  there  was  only  one  major  in¬ 
festation,  It  must  be  pointed  out  that  the  rat  infestations 
occurred  during  the  war  and  followed  upon  the  serious  destruction 
of  property  during  the  air  raids  of  1 940  and  1 941 ,  which  gave  ample 
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housing,  nesting  and  feeding  materials  to  the  rodents  in  areas  where 
they  were  left  undisturbed.  It  is  also  placed  on  record  that  the 
department  was  dealing  with  the  problem  before  the  issue  of  Govern¬ 
ment  "direction”  through  the  Infestation  Order  of  1 94-3* 

In  my  report  on  the  work  for  the  year  1946  mention  was  made  of 
the  handicap  to  the  Cleansing  services  due  to  our  inability  to  ob¬ 
tain  new  refuse  vehicles.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  we 
are  still  awaiting  the  delivery  of  vehicles  ordered  over  two  years 
ago. 

This  failure  to  obtain  new  vehicles,  the  extension  of  the  hol¬ 
iday  period  from  one  to  two  weeks,  a  higher  sickness  rate,  followed 
by  the  introduction  of  the  forty-four  hour  week,  have  had  their  eff¬ 
ect  upon  the  Cleansing  service,  for  although  additional  employees 
and  vehicles  have  become  necessary  to  maintain  a  standard  of  effic¬ 
iency  neither  vehicles  nor  labour  have  been  obtainable* 

Provision  is  made  in  the  Departments  estimates  for  a  complete 
new  fleet  of  vehicles  during  the  next  two  years. 

The  report  again  contains  a  review  of  the  salvage  v/ork  carried 
out  by  the  Cleansing  Staff.  The  Salvage  Steward  Scheme  commenced 
during  the  early  years  of  the  war  has  now  almost  died  out.  Of  the 
6l  6  "stewards”  at  the  commencement  of  the  scheme,  there  are  now  only 
100  left.  Thanks  are  due  to  these  householders  who  have  over  these 
past  years  regularly  placed  the  salvage  sacks  outside  their  houses 
for  the  reception  of  paper  and  other  salvageable  articles  from  their 
neighbours. 

The  fall  in  the  collection  of  waste  food  which  has  been  appar¬ 
ent  during  the  past  few  years  has  not  yet  been  arrested,  and  judged 
by  the  number  and  nature  of  complaints  received  it  would  appear  that 
this  can  only  be  done  by  the  provision  of  an  individual  container  to 
each  house  and  the  organization  of  a  separate  collection.  In  view 
of  the  difficulties  of  obtaining  additional  vehicles  and  perhaps  to 
a  lesser  extent  of  obtaining  the  containers,  such  a  collection  is 
not  yet  practicable. 

The  work  of  the  Sanitary  Cleansing  and  Rodent  Staffs  are  det¬

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LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 


Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  one  instance  only*  This 
was  in  respect  of  the  non-compliance  with  a  notice  served  under  Sec¬ 
tion  93  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936.  The  owner  submitted  evidence 
that  the  plaster  of  the  walls  of  the  house  had  been  damaged  by  the 
tenant  and  that  the  tenant  under  her  terms  of  tenancy  was  liable  for 
the  repair.  The  Justices  held  that  the  case  had  not  been  proved. 

DRAINAGE  OF  PROPERTIES. 

All  building  plans  of  properties  are  submitted  by  the  Borough 
Engineer  to  the  Health  Department  for  approval  of  the  proposed  drain¬ 
age  and  of  other  matters  coming  under  the  control  of  the  department. 

By  resolution  of  the  Council  and  by  arrangement  with  the  Bor¬ 
ough  Engineer  the  inspection  and  testing  of  all  drains  and  sanitary 
fittings  on  new  property  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Staff.  A 
Certificate  that  the  drains  are  satisfactory  is  furnished  to  the 
Borough  Engineer  before  he  issues  the  Habitation  Certificate, 

In  pursuance  of  this  arrangement  141  tests  by  either  smoke  or 
water  were  applied. 

In  the  reconstruction  of  drains  and  sanitary  fittings  of  old 
property  131  tests  were  applied. 

Maintenance  of  sewers  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Department 
in  connection  with  18  blocks  of  property,  totalling  87  houses.  The 
costs  of  these  works,  amounting  to  £304.  13s.  have  been  or  are  being 
recovered  from  the  owners  in  accordance  with  Section  24  of  the 
Public  Health  Act  1936. 
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HOUSING. 


A  statistical  summary  of  houses  dealt  with  and  inspections  made 
has  again  been  supplied  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health;  this  summ¬ 
ary  is  included  in  his  report.  On  account  of  condensing  the  report 
no  observations  of  the  figures  are  contained  herein. 

It  is  known  to  the  department  that  there  is  considerable  sub¬ 
letting  of  rooms  in  the  borough,  but.  owing  to  the  housing  shortage 
very  little  action  has  been  possible.  This  sub-letting  occurs  in 

the  old  type  large  family  house,  where  the  facilities  are  totally  in¬ 
adequate  for  the  number  of  families  and  persons  residing  there;  also 
it  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  secure  the  standard  for  separate  amen¬ 
ities  in  these  houses  which  was  obtained  before  the  war;  this  is  a 
matter  which  will  require  attention  in  the  near  future. 


DISINFESTATION. 

152  rooms  in  96  houses  have  been  treated  by  the  department  for 
vermin  infestation.  The  rooms  have  been  sprayed  with  either  D,D,T0  , 
or  Zaldecide,  Owners  and  occupiers  of  premises  where  major 
infestations  occur  are  referred  to  Specialist  firms  for  fumigation  of 
the  premises  by  H.C.N, 


FACTORIES, 

186  inspections  of  factories  were  made  during  the  year,  4 

notices  relating  to  insanitary  conditions  at  factories  were  received 
from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories.  These  matters  were  investigated 
and  dealt  with  by  the  staff. 

Byelaws  as  to  providing  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  in  fact¬ 
ories  and  workshops  where  less  than  forty  persons  are  employed  are  in 
operation  in  the  Borough,  The  byelaws  are  administered  by  the 

Public  Health  Department,

There  are  six  firms  in  the  borough  employing  outworkers.  Lists 
of  these  outworkers  have  been  received  in  accordance  with  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  Factories  Act,  and  particulars  sent  to  those  auth¬ 
orities  within  whose  district  the  outworkers  reside  or  carry  on  their 
employment, 

8  lists  of  outworkers,  resident  in  this  district,  but  engaged 
by  firms  without  the  district,  have  been  received  from  other  author¬ 
ities. 


Fifty-seven  visits  have  been  made  to  outworkers  jjreraises  by  the 
sanitary  staff.  Conditions  under  which  work  was  carried  out  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory.

The  gut  scrapers  premises  were  seriously  damaged  by  enemy  act¬ 
ion  during  the  war  but  the  portion  in  which  he  is  carrying  on  the 
business  is  kept  in  satisfactory  condition.

portion  of  the  premises  is  to  commence  early  in  the  year  1949. 
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One  fat  melter  was  hoping  to  build  new  premises  when  war  broke 
out;  work  was  then  suspended  and  it  is  now  being  carried  on  in  the 
old  premises  temporarily  reconditioned.  The  business  is  conducted 
satisfactorily. 


RAG  FLOCK, 

No  samples  of  rag  flock  were  taken  during  the  year  as  there 
are  no  firms  in  the  Borough  now  manufacturing  bedding  etc,  in  which 
rag  flock  is  incorporated. 

Visits  have  been  made  to  premises  manufacturing  furniture  etc, 
where  other  filling  materials  are  used. 


SMOKE  OBSERVATIONS. 

Seventy~f ive  time-recorded  smoke  observations  were  taken  during 
the  year. 

Byelaws,  fixing  the  time  concession  for  the  emission  of  black 
smoke  at  two  minutes  in  the  half  hour,  are  in  operation  in  the 
Borough;  this  limit  was  exceeded  on  six  occasions.  There  was  also 
five  instances  of  a  works  chimney  emitting  dense  smoke  of  a  colour 
other  than  black. 

One  statutory  notice  was  served  in  respect  of  a  black  smoke 
nuisance,  other  offences  were  dealt  with  by  letter. 

There  were  no  prosecutions  in  respect  of  smoke  nuisances. 

The  co-operation  of  the  Engineers  of  the  Ministry  of  Fuel  and 
Power  has  been  sought  in  respect  of  two  firms  whose  chimneys  have 
frequently  been  observed  to  be  emitting  black  smoke  and  who  have  com¬ 
plained  of  their  difficulties  in  abating  the  nuisance. 


MORTUARY, 

The  mortuary  at  City  Road  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Corpor¬ 
ation,  but  its  use  is  determined  by  the  County  Police. 

During  the  year  it  was  used  on  5^  occasions  for  the  reception 
of  bodies.

FOOD  INSPECTION. 

Meat  inspection  at  butchers’  shops  and  making-up  rooms,  and 
the  examination  of  other  foods  has  again  occupied  the  attention 
of  the  department  to  a  considerable  extent  and  during  the  year  a 
total  weight  of  27  tons  4  cwts  2  quarters  of  all  foods  has  been 
surrendered  to  the  department  and  certified  as  unfit  for  human 
con  siomp  t  ion. 

Regular  sampling  of  milk  sold  or  produced  within  the  Borough 
has  been  carried  out  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination, 
details  of  which  appear  in  the  Medical  Officer’s  report. 

Sampling  of  foods  for  chemical  analysis  have  been  carried 
out  on  the  basis  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
viz, ,  3  per  1 ,000  population  Details  of  these  samples  appear  in 
the  Medical  Officer's  report. 

The  slaughtering  of  horses  for  human  food  commenced  at  the 
Mode  Wheel  Abattoirs  in  April  and  since  that  time  6472  horses  have 
been  slaughtered.  87  goats  have  also  been  slaughtered  at  these 
premises,  27  horse  carcases,  17  part  carcases  a  quantity  of 
offal  and  the  carcases  of  3  goats  have  been  condemned  as  unfit 
for  human  food. 

These  condemnations  account  for  24  tons  of  the  amount  pre¬ 
viously  referred  to. 
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.The  type  of  animal  slaughtered  has  generally  been  good  and  the 
work  is  carried  out  in  a  satisfactory  manner 0 

The  work  has  involved  the  department  in  a  considerable  amount 
of  work  outside  normal  office  hours,  slaughtering  being  carried  out 
at  irregular  times  including  week— ends,  but  all  carcases  slaughtered 
' are  examined  post  mortem. 

The  use  of  condemned  carcases  and  offals  for  animal  feeding  is 
permitted  after  the  application  of  green  dye  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Livestock  (Restriction  on  Slaughter)  Order  194-0. 
The  dyeing  is  supervised  by  the  Meat  Inspectors, 

The  Mode  Wheel  Abattoirs  are  owned  by  the  Manchester  Corporat¬ 
ion  who  let  the  slaughterhouses  to  two  firms  carrying  on  the  sla¬ 
ughter  of  horses. 

No  slaughtering  has  taken  place  at  the  slaughterhouse  owned  by 
Messrs,  W.  T,  Glover  &  Co.  Ltd.

21  applications  have  been  received  for  the  sale  or  manufacture 
of  ice  cream,  of  these  8  were  for  the  sale  of  loose  ice  cream,  3 
were  granted.  13  of  the  applications  were  for  the  sale  of  wrapped 
ice  cream  -  1 2  were  granted. 

Pour  applications  were  in  respect  of  the  manufacture  and  sale 
of  ice  cream,  one  of  which  was  granted,  and  one  application  for  man¬ 
ufacture  only,  which  was  also  granted. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  we re  on  the  register  of  the 
department  30  retailers,  8  selling  loose  ice  cream  and  22  retailers 
selling  wrapped  ice  cream.

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The  refuse  is  disposed  of  on  '’controlled"  lines  and  on  complet¬ 
ion  to  the  required  level  is  covered  with  soil  to  a  depth  of  approxim¬ 
ately  18"  and  the  land  is  then  let  to  a  farmer*  Approximately  AO 
acres  of  tipped  land  (previously  subject  to  flooding  from  the  River 
Mersey)  are  now  under  cultivation. 

As  a  result  of  the  Inquiry  held  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  on 
the  1  At h  November  19A7  the  Authority  have  acquired  98  acres  of  low 
lying  land  for  tipping  purposes.  This  land,  situate  in  Poplar  Meadows, 
was,  like  the  Stretford  Ees  Tip,  subject  to  flooding  each  winter.  The 
land  will  be  required  by  June  19A9  by  which  time  a  suitable  access  road 
will  have  been  constructed. 


SALVAGE. 

The  main  source  of  paper  salvage  continued  to  be  firms  and  shops 
though  some  was  collected  by  the  refuse  teams  on  their  rounds  and  a 
small  amount  was  obtained  from  the  few  salvage  stewards  that  continued 
to  function. 

The  relaxation  of  paper  controls  and  consequent  increased  supp¬ 
lies  resulted  in  increased  collection  to  the  extent  of  some  3A%  over 
1 9A7  figures. 

This  increase  was  assisted  by  a  waste  paper  drive  held  in  Oct¬ 
ober  when  51  tons  were  collected  against  an  average  monthly  figure  of 
25  tons. 

Increases  over  1 9A7  figures  were  recorded  in  several  other  cat¬ 
egories  of  salvage  material  including  bone  but  the  total  amount  of 
bone  collected  was  only  approximately  one  tenth  of  that  known  to  be 
available. 

Kitchen  waste  collections  again  shewed  a  decrease  -  this  time 
of  7,A^c  A  contributing  factor  to  this  decrease  was  the  theft  of 
material  placed  in  the  communal  bins  and  indeed  of  the  bins  themselves. 
In  view  of  this  and  in  an  attempt  to  give  greater  facilities  to  house¬ 
holders  for  the  disposal  of  kitchen  waste,  the  department  considered 
the  issue  of  separate  containers  to  households  and  a  tentative  scheme 
to  cover  one  of  the  Corporation's  housing  estates  was  prepared. 


Unfortunately  it  was  found  impossible  to  obtain  the  necessary 
containers  and  the  proposal  had  to  be  abandoned. 

It  is  realised  that  a  regular  collection  service  would  probably 
result  in  a  greater  yield  of  salvage  but  the  transport  difficulties 
referred  to  in  the  report  for  19A7  were  not  resolved  in  1 9A8  but  were 
actually  aggravated  by  the  non-delivery  of  new  vehicles  which  have  been 
on  order  for  over  two  years.  Under  these  conditions  the  organisation 
of  a  satisfactory  scheme  for  refuse  and  salvage  collection  Is  imposs¬ 
ible.
